And no dele- 
gate wants to b9 a polltlclal martyr along tho lines 
of Wilson. Therefore the delegates moist at times 
become tremendously discouraged. , 

That Is r.hy more intelligent groups of 11 
kinds, private individuals, ointrled students liko 
ourselves, ought to do oil In our .power to''encou-' 
rage the people at London. Their problem is our 
problem. The question, -what does our apparently 
puny encouragement count, is besldo the point. 
Our outspoken support together with that of the 
countless and varied groups and organlsatlon.s en- 
gaged In this way is extremely inmportant. If the 
delegates can be provided as much Inspiration as 
their welded enemies In navy and war-plant are 
trying to supply adverse criticism, they will stick 
to it tin they eventually reach a suitable arrange- 
ment among themselves. 

It was a straw which broke the proverbial 
camel's back. Straws do make a <llfference. And a 
telegram from "the chief university «I Canada" is 
not such a bad straw.
